As 
such one of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to combine the teachings of Allen with other references. In regards to all 
elements of the references being in a sealed container, this limitation is not within the claims as presently written. The wafer handler is 
said to be in a sealed chamber with access to a measuring device. There is no mention of where this measuring device is located in 
relation to the sealed chamber.
